percent must be obtained by the attendee priosdoing credit. Upon successful completion of tbarse, the
applicant shall receive a certificate of completiond submit a copy of the certificate of completioithe Board.

CE Broker Capabilities/Supervision Renewal Requirerant

The Board asked board counsel to develop a rulgrezgent regarding continuing education for
gualified supervisors. Board staff contacted CEKBr and determined that CE Broker would be able to
determine which licensees had the qualified superndesignation on their license and could detezmin
when the licensee would need to meet the renewalrement. Jim Akin, Executive Director for the
Florida Chapter of NASW, Alicia Homrich, Ph.D., LME from Rollins College and Linda Durré, Ph.D.,
LMHC spoke to the Board about the subject. Wheard@ounsel, Deborah Loucks, develops language
for the Board to review at the July board meetingias recommended that ethics, laws and rules of
Florida, and updated information on research blidsd in the draft rule. Dr. Denny advised tha sh
will assist Ms. Loucks in development of recommeitdes and board members are encouraged to
provide Ms. Loucks information about a supervismayning refresher course prior to the July board
meeting; including how many hours of CE the costsauld be and how often the qualified supervisors
are going to be required to take the course asew@ requirement.

Application Process

Sue Foster, Executive Director of the Board, pregithformation to the Board regarding the incraase
applications board staff has had, without an ireeea staff positions. To accommodate the increéase
workload and improve customer service, Ms. Fostggssted that CCE, the company currently working
with NBCC to approve candidates testing for the NMIBE, could be tasked with reviewing transcripts
and coursework for MHC and MFT Florida testing a&pits. Since Florida board staff currently must
review every course on each applicant’s transdtiig;would decrease the workload for board staff,
allowing them to process applications more expegslly. The Board asked staff to explore the fees
incurred for this service, including a proposahfrthe vendor. The Board recommended considerafion
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reducing the licensure application fee to offset fees assessed to the applicants for this sefichard
Chapman, LMHC, representing the Florida Mental He@lounselors Association (FMHCA) and Jim
Akin, Executive Director of the FL Chapter of NASydated the Board about HB 7119 limiting
registered intern licensure to 5 years.

Matthew and Susan McMillan were present to disonisteading and confusing advertising by their
company, Affordable CEU'’s. The Board had requetited appearance as the board office had received
numerous calls and complaints regarding their dbireg and board members themselves had been
confused by their ads using the Department of Hdagjo. Ms. Macomber asked if staff could checkwit
the General Counsel at the DOH to see if the lagddcbe used without written permission, or if the
Department needed to review materials displayieg®H logo.
